The Pendleton County Fis¬ 
cal Court has contracted with 
Emergency Communications 
Network, LLC to license its 
CodeRed high-speed citizen 
notification solution. This 
replaces the previous OneCall 
telephone notification system 
used by the county over the last 
four years. Pendleton County 
has used the Reverse 911 sys¬ 
tem numerous times in the past 
to warn of severe weather, road 
closures and water boil adviso¬ 
ries. It has also helped find 
missing people and been used 
in a variety of other notifica¬ 
tions. 

Transitioning to the new 
CodeRed system should be 
seamless and continue to pro¬ 
vide city and county officials 
the ability to quickly deliver 
messages to targeted areas or 
the entire city or county. 

Mike Moore, Pendleton 
County Emergency Manage¬ 
ment director, cautioned though 
that such systems are only as 
good as the telephone number 
database supporting them. “If 
your number is not in the data¬ 
base, you will not be called.” A 
call to the entire county went 
out on Tuesday, December 11 
as a test of the new system and 


to give individuals already 
signed up an introduction to 
CodeRed. If you did not receive 
this call, your phone number 
should be added so that you will 
receive future telephone notifi¬ 
cations. If you received the call, 
nothing needs to be done. 

Please be aware the number 
that will show up in your caller 
ID for the new CodeRed reverse 
911 telephone calls will be 866- 
419-5000 or it may say Emer¬ 
gency Comm. You will be able 
to call this toll free number 
back to have the message 
repeated. If the call goes unan¬ 
swered and you have voice mail 
capability, the system will leave 
a message on your phone that 
says “This is a CodeRed alert 
message.” 

To sign up, log onto pendle- 
toncounty.ky.gov, go to the 
Emergency Management page 
and follow the link under the 
CodeRed Logo.

as those who have changed their 
phone number or address within the 
past year, and people who use cell 
phones or VoIP phones as their pri¬ 
mary number. “CodeRed allows 
geographically based delivery, which 
means specific streets or specific areas 
of the city or county can be selected 
and only those individuals living in 
the selected areas will receive the call. 
Street addresses are required to ensure 
emergency calls are received by the 
proper individual in a given situa¬ 
tion. The system works for cell 
phones too, but we need to have an 
associated street address to provide 
relevant messages” Moore explained. 

Individuals can also sign them¬ 
selves up to receive text message 
notifications from Pendleton County 
Emergency Management by texting 
follow pencoema to 40404 on their 
cell phones. You can also follow 
Pendleton County Emergency Man¬ 
agement on Twitter at @pencoema.

Liquor. Arnsperger said officers from 
the Falmouth Police Department, Ken¬ 
tucky State Police and the Pendleton 
County Sheriff's Office began an 
extensive search. Falmouth Police Offi¬ 
cer Eddie Quinn and his K-9 Hano was 
called out and also searched. The dog 
picked up a scent near the front door 
and pulled handler Quinn to a gravel 
location near Ace. That's where the dog 
lost the scent. 

Posey said several calls came into 
the Pendleton County Dispatch Center 
giving tips to officers. Police searched a 
mobile home on Dickerson Lane where 
the alleged suspect Snyder was reported 
as staying there. Police found five mari¬ 
juana plants and a bag of marijuana 
there. After several hours the search was 
called off. Police began following up on 
tips they received. 

Posey said that they received some 
information from KSP Tpr. Mark 
Grisik that they should look at some 
store video at Marathon Gas Station in 
Falmouth. Posey said the robber's 
clothing description matched the 
reported suspects clothing days prior 
inside the Marathon gas station. 

After gaining further evidence Fal¬ 
mouth Police issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Snyder on December 14 for 
robbery, first degree; and theft. 

Throughout the investigation Fal¬ 
mouth officers had gained the cell 


phone number of the suspect. Contact 
to the cell phone was made and officers 
pinged/traced the suspects number to 
Hollywood Casino in Lawrenceburg, 
Indiana. 

Chief Posey said officers faxed cop¬ 
ies of the warrant and photo to the 
Indiana Gaming Commission at the 
casino. Police located Snyder in a room 
in the hotel there. 

Sgt. Arnsperger responded to the 
detention center shortly after Snyder's 
arrest and interviewed him. Arnsperger 
gained a full confession from Snyder. In 
the confession was the exact route Sny¬ 
der took when he left the liquor store. 
Posey said that K-9 Hano had tracked 
Snyder to the gravel area and that was 
where Snyder said he got inside a get¬ 
away vehicle and left. 

"This was a group effort and I want 
to recognize the hard work and time 
that Sgt. Arnsperger, assistant chief J.T. 
Tucker, officer Quinn, officer Shannon 
Clem and K-9 Hano have done," said 
Chief Posey. 

"I want to thank the Kentucky 
State Police and the Pendleton County 
Sheriff's Office for their assistance in 
this case. Their help has been invalu¬ 
able and it will continue to be as we 
piece the rest of this case together," said 
Posey. 

The case is still under investigation.

As one lay in his or her bed with 
his or her window open on an 
autumn evening, he or she could hear 
the baying of foxhounds as they 
crossed and re-crossed the steep ridg¬ 
es in quest of their prey on Saturday 
night. The fox hunters would leave 
late ...9 to 10 p.m. usually, and 
trudge to the head waters of Colts 
Fork and Miller’s Branch, their car¬ 
bide lamps swinging from their min¬ 
er’s caps, lighting their way. They 
would build a fire on top of the high¬ 
est peak and listen to their dogs run. 
“There goes old Trail; he’s right 
behind that old sly one he chased last 
year...Now there’s Kate joining the 
chase.. .Uh-Oh, she’s doubled back 
on those hounds again!” 

So the evening and night wore on 
with many tall tales passed from gen¬ 
eration to generation. This was a man 
and boy sport. I never knew of a 
woman or girl who fox hunted in 
Breathitt County. I am sure that 
some took a little nip to ward off the 
chill of the evening, but it was a dan¬ 
gerous sport if one did not have 
control: cliffs and falls and briar 
thickets. Many would stay out until 3 
a.m., and some thought you were not 
much of a man if you could not pull 


an all “nighter.” And this fellowship 
generated a common saying, used 

today, “Call off the dogs,_on the 

fire, and let’s go home!” 

This group of persons developed 
a sense of loyalty and camaraderie 
that is largely missing in our society 
today. A class mate of mine in high 
school who now lives in Hahira, Ga. 
said that when her father died, he was 
laid out at Deaton’s Funeral Home. 
His fox-hunting buddies came to the 
funeral home, brought a 55 gallon 
steel drum, built a fire in it in the 
parking lot and sat up all night, many 
never going in to see the body. When 
the sun rose, they doused the fire, 
climbed into their pick-ups and 
headed home. Today if we spend 15 
minutes at a layout, we feel like we 
have done our due. 

When I interviewed Gary and 
Alice Holmes at their beautiful home 
overlooking Highway 159 toward 
Falmouth, the first picture he showed 
me was of his father, Clyde Thomas 
Holmes, and his prize fox-hound, 
“Shine.” This picture shows Clyde 
with Shine and three trophies he won 
in 1949. The one on the left is the 
Challenge trophy; the one in the 
middle is a Show trophy; and the 
other trophy is for Field Trial. Note 
also the ribbons which Shine won. 

Gary said that Clyde and a buddy 
rescued a half-grown female fox from 
the dogs and not wanting to kill her, 
they tied a small sheep bell around 
her neck and let her loose. A few 
weeks later, at the general store where 
Barbara Browning now resides, two 
men were bragging about killing a 
fox with a bell around its neck. Clyde 
and his fox hunting buddy got in

their faces and told them that they 
had violated an unwritten rule of the 
sport: “Never kill a fox that is being 
chased by dogs!” 

“No blows were struck, but the 
situation was tense,” Gary said. 

The following may be presump¬ 
tuous on my part, for I only know 
Gary casually, but I suspect that he 
has many of the character traits 
shown above in the fox hunters and 
his father. Traits such as respect for 
nature and wildlife. Loyalty to a 
friend to the bitter end. A clear sense 
of what is right and wrong and the 
willingness to stand by his principles 
regardless of what popular opinion 
might be. And the enjoyment of a 
joke, whether on himself or someone 
else. 

Next week: More about his lovely 
wife, Alice. As old-timers used to say 
in the mountains, “He married well!”

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Poinsettias for the holidays 

Traditional red and green col¬ 
ors are well represented in the 
flowers available for the holidays. 
Poinsettias, the most popular and 
spectacular holiday flowers, can 
combine both these colors. 

The poinsettia was named for 
Joel Robert Poinsett, an amateur 
botanist and the first United 
States ambassador to Mexico. He 
became fascinated with these 
native plants and sent poinsettias 
home to Greenville, S. C., in 
1825. Although Poinsett later was 
war secretary under President 
Martin Van Buren, he is better 
known for the plant named after 
him. 

The Aztecs cultivated poinset¬ 
tias for medicinal purposes and as 
a dye. Missionaries to Mexico 
used the brightly colored plants 
in nativity processions, possibly 
beginning the holiday connection 
that continues today. 

Poinsettias are the most popu¬ 
lar potted plant grown in the 
United States, with annual sales 
exceeding 70 million plants. In 
Kentucky, some tobacco green¬ 
house operators have learned how 
to grow poinsettias. More than 60 
varieties and 500,000 plants are 
grown and sold in Kentucky each 
year. 

The three to six bloom red 
poinsettia is the most frequently 
used, but several other sizes, 
shapes and colors are available. 
Colors range from creamy white 
to yellow through shades of pink 
to the traditional red. The color¬ 
ful plant parts often referred to as 
"flowers" actually are modified 
leaves called "bracts." The yellow 
centers are really the "flowers." 
Some poinsettias have marbled 
pink and white bracts; others may 
have pink flecks on red. Poinset¬ 
tia bracts are very long lasting, 
providing a nice decorative plant 
for the holiday season. 

Consumers can buy minia¬ 
tures as well as poinsettia trees 
and hanging baskets. 

The poinsettia is not poison¬ 
ous to people or pets, but is clas¬ 
sified as a non-edible plant mate¬ 


rial. 

Extensive university research 
and laboratory testing have prov¬ 
en that poinsettias are not poi¬ 
sonous. One scientific study con¬ 
cluded that no toxicity occurred 
at ingestion levels much higher 
than those likely to take place in 
a home. The main information 
resource for most poison control 
centers states that a 50-pound 
child would have to ingest more 
than 500 poinsettia leaves to sur¬ 
pass an experimental dose. 

Some people have skin sensi¬ 
tivity to the white milky sap pro¬ 
duced when a part of the plant is 
broken or injured. Ingesting a 
plant part may cause some dis¬ 
comfort. Active young children, 
who are apt to put just about 
anything in their mouths, and 
curious cats might choke on 
fibrous poinsettia foliage. There¬ 
fore it is a good practice to put 
poinsettias and all other non-edi¬ 
ble plants out of children's and 
pets' reach. 

Poinsettias will remain beauti¬ 
ful far beyond the holiday season 
when cared for properly. Keep 
these tips in mind. 

Choose a plant with small, tightly 
clustered yellow buds in the cen¬ 
ter and crisp, bright, undamaged 
foliage. 

At home, put the poinsettia in 
a room with bright, natural light. 
Ideally, plant foliage should be 
exposed to direct sunlight one or 
more hours daily. 

Avoid locations where there 
are drafts and close heat sources. 
Do not put the plant on top of a 
television set or near a radiator. 
Water the plant when the soil 
becomes dry; drooping leaves 
may indicate it needs watering. 
Be sure to discard excess water in 
the drip saucer. 

If you want to keep a poinset¬ 
tia after the holiday season, fertil¬ 
ize it with ordinary houseplant 
fertilizer a few weeks after buying 
it.

Bring holiday cheer to the 
elderly 

The holidays are supposed to 
be a time of joy, but for some 
older adults, especially those liv¬ 
ing alone or in long-term care, 
holidays can be met with stress, 
confusion and feelings of sadness 
and loneliness, often intensified 
because holidays can be further 
reminders of the loss of loved 
ones, health and even indepen¬ 
dence. During this time of year, 
older adults can become isolated 
from their friends, family and 
community, leading to an 
increased risk of depression. 
There are several ways to make 
the holidays brighter and more 
tolerable, however. 

One of the greatest gifts you 
can give an older adult is your 
time. Make it a point to talk with 
the older adults in your family, 
neighborhood and those living in 
long-term care. Listen to their 
stories, learn from them and try 
to put yourself in their shoes. 
Include older relatives and friends 
in as much of your family’s holi¬ 
day celebration as possible. This 
may include taking the holiday 
celebration to them. Remind 
older adults why and how they 
are important to you and your 
entire family. 

Invite your elderly neighbor 
over for some of your holiday 
celebrations, especially if they 
would otherwise spend the holi¬ 
days alone. 

Holiday cards can mean a lot 
to older adults, and with loss, it is 
not uncommon for cards to 
diminish in number with every 
passing year. For some older 


adults, mail is the only communi¬ 
cation they receive from friends 
and family. Make an effort to 
send a card with an upbeat greet¬ 
ing and update about your life 
and family. Cards filled with bad 
news, such as updates on those 
who died or fell ill, can be upset¬ 
ting and stressful. If an older 
adult needs help reading or writ¬ 
ing a card, take time to sit with 
them. 

Help older adults decorate for 
the holidays. Offer to help them 
hang lights, carry boxes and pre¬ 
pare the house. If they are in an 
assisted living facility or nursing 
home, make the holidays brighter 
by bringing favorite or meaning¬ 
ful decorations. If the person uses 
a wheelchair, or is confined to a 
bed, place the decorations in 
places that will be most visible to 
accommodate their needs. 

Encourage older adults to 
attend holiday celebrations and 
events. Social activities and events 
to look forward to can be mean¬ 
ingful and can contribute to feel¬ 
ings of belonging and well-being. 
If an older adult typically throws 
his or her own party, you can help 
plan and carry out the event if 
need be. You may decide to throw 
a holiday party in honor of a spe¬ 
cial loved one just to let them 
know how much they mean to 
you and others. This can be an 
uplifting celebration and help 
keep the older adult connected 
with their friends and communi¬ 
ty-

Daughter Verena will have her 
15th birthday on December 10. 
How can she be that old already? 
It only seems short years ago that 
she was a baby. I’ll never forget 
the day Verena was born. I woke 
up at 2:30 a.m. and woke up my 
husband Joe. I told him that I 
think he will have to go wake the 
neighbors and ask to use their 
phone. The midwife, Sylvia, 


which was Joe’s aunt, didn’t have 
a phone so a driver would have to 
be called to go pick her up. Joe 
wasn’t in too much of a hurry as 
our first two children didn’t come 
very fast. He said he would just 
wait until he saw lights on at our 
English (non-Amish) neighbors 
which was usually around 4;30 
a.m. He then went over and 
called a driver to go get Sylvia and 
by the time she came it was after 
5. Joe took the same driver to 
take our daughters Elizabeth and 
Susan over to my parents and 
bring my mother back with him. 
Mother was always a comfort to 
have during these times. Mother 
came prepared to stay all day. By 
the time Joe was back with my 
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mother it was almost 6 a.m. 

Mother decided to make 
breakfast for everyone. Mean¬ 
while, Joe wanted to go out and 
milk our cows and do the chores, 
since he still thought we had 
plenty of time before the baby’s 
arrival. But before anyone could 
get started on anything Verena 
was ready to be born. She arrived 
at 6:32 a.m. and we were blessed 
with another precious, healthy 
daughter. 

We were all surprised that 
things went so fast. Sylvia was 
not quite finished at our house 
when the driver came for her as 
she was needed by one of Joe’s 
cousins. If I remember right Joe’s 
cousin had her baby an hour after 
Verena. Verena was always full of 
energy and getting into every¬ 
thing at 6 months. She would 
crawl from one end of the room 
to the other before I knew it. She 
has been through a lot in her 15 
years. At times she still does get 
post-concussion episodes but it 
usually only affects her memory. 
Whatever happens during a post¬ 
concussion spell she will not 
remember. She has learned to 
cope with it and over time it 
seems to be getting better. We 
pray someday they will leave 
completely and are thankful how 
she has healed so far. She also 
seems to be doing well after her 
surgery to lengthen her heel cords 
on her right foot, a symptom of 
her muscular dystrophy. She is 
doing well and is an eighth grader 
at school. Yesterday we did the 
laundry and hung it on the lines 
in the basement. It seems during 
the winter months we always 
have laundry hanging in the base¬ 
ment. We usually do laundry on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fri¬ 


days. I am glad we have a place to 
hang it inside and don’t have 
cold hands hanging it outside. 
We used to hang our clothes out¬ 
side all winter to let our clothing 
freeze dry. It was a cold job put¬ 
ting it out and getting it in. 

Our church won’t have the 
Christmas potluck until Decem¬ 
ber 30 this year, so that makes it 
a little less hectic before Christ¬ 
mas.

My 
onions didn’t do so well so I am 
already out of them and having 
to buy them.

“Don’t Believe The Type” Inter¬ 
net Safety Campaign (third of 
four Weekly 
Columns) 

As you know, internet safety is a 
huge issue because one in five youth 
today are sexually solicited online, 
and two-thirds or those solicitations 
are going to teen girls. Millions of 
teenagers go online every day, and 
most are safe. The way to stay safer 
is to understand the dangers and 
follow some simple rules to help 
you steer clear or trouble. By fol¬ 
lowing these rules you’ll minimize 
the risks and have more fun. 

Instant messaging: 

Instant messaging (IM) is an 
easy way to stay in touch without 
having to wait for an E-mail 
response. You type a message and 
click “send.” That message instantly 
appears on another person’s screen 
wherever he or she happens to be. 
You can exchange instant messages 
on computers and cell phones or 
between computers and cell phones 
or any other Internet-connected 
devices. 

As great as it is, IM can be dan¬ 
gerous. Like chatrooms, you need 
to be careful about whom you IM 
with and what you type. Never give 
out any personal information in an 
instant message unless you are 100 
percent sure of who is receiving the 
IM and your parents or guardians 
have given you permission to do so. 
Some instant message services make 
it possible to exchange messages 
with several people at once — just 
like a chatroom. So make sure you 
know everyone on your IM list. 

Did you knows 1 

Some instant messaging soft¬ 
ware can be used to send your pic¬ 
ture — in real time — along with 
your words. Be careful about your 
rivacy and protecting it. Remem- 
er, don’t send anyone your photo¬ 
graph online. 

Some services encourage you to 
post a “profile” with information 
such as your age, sex, hobbies, and 
interests. These profiles can help 
you meet similar people, but they 
can also make you the subject of 
harassment, even if you don’t post 
your name and address or other 
information. If you don’t have a 
public profile, you’ll be safer and 
avoid a lot of hassles. 

Caution: 

Be sure you know who is receiv¬ 
ing the IMs you send. Even if you 
do know the recipients, anything 
you type can be forwarded to other 
people. There is no way to “take 
back” something once you send it. 
Be careful about using video or 
digital cameras and sending images 
or yourself during an IM session. 
Remember, you don’t have to 
respond to any messages especially 
if they are rude, annoying, or make 
you feel uncomfortable. 

E-MAIL: 

E-mail is just like regular mail. 
In this case you write to someone 
electronically, and the person can 
respond to your message electroni¬ 
cally. 

Did you know? 

People and companies use 
E-mail to send messages to thou¬ 
sands of people at a time, encourag¬ 
ing them to buy something or visit 
a web site. The process, known as 
“spamming,” can be intrusive and 
annoying. Some use spamming to 
try to entice people to visit sexually 
explicit web sites. 

Each E-mail message you send 
and receive contains a return 
address. Many people don’t realize 
the return address can be fake. So, 
just because you get a message from 
“grandma@cottage.com” doesn’t 
mean it’s really from grandma. It 
may really be from wolr@bigfangs. 
com. 

E-mail also contains a “header.” 
Headers provide more information 
about who sent the message and 
where it came from. Understanding 
the header information can be dif¬ 
ficult, but if you ever receive an 
E-mail message that doesn’t make 
sense; is threatening; or contains 
things that make you feel scared, 
uncomfortable, or confused, you 
should report it to your Internet 
service provider and ask them to 
investigate where it came from. You 
can easily find that address on the 
service’s main web page (www.servi- 
cename.com). When in doubt 
report the message to webmaster@ 
servicename.com (substitute the 
name of your service for “service- 
name.”) If you think any informa¬ 
tion you receive is illegal, you 
should report it to the CyberTi- 
pline® at www.cybertipline.com or 
call 1-800-843-5678. Illegal mate¬ 
rial includes threats to your life or 


safety, threats to others, porno¬ 
graphic images of children, and 
evidence of other crimes. NCMEC 
will refer this report to the appro¬ 
priate law-enforcement agency. 
Caution: 

Be careful about replying to 
E-mail from people you don’t know. 
Remember, the sender may not be 
who he or she seems to be. By reply¬ 
ing you are verifying a valid E-mail 
address to the sender, and that 
information can be used to encour¬ 
age a person who may send inap¬ 
propriate messages or put you on 
even more E-mail lists. Never send 
a photograph of yourself or any 
personal information to someone 
you don’t know. 

E-mail can easily be copied and 
forwarded to others. So if you do 
send personal information to 
friends, be sure they will respect 
your privacy. 

Peer-to-peer services: 

Peer-to-Peer (P2P) systems let 
you exchange files without a web 
site or other centralized system. The 
most famous of these services are 
used to share music files. There are 
plenty of other P2P systems. Some 
allow you to exchange other types 
of files including video, photo¬ 
graphs, text documents, ana soft¬ 
ware. 

Aside from the legal and ethical 
issues regarding the unauthorized 
sharing of copyrighted material, 
there are some serious safety issues 
regarding these services. Some of 
the downloaded files — including 
photographs and videos — may be 
upsetting or harmful. It’s also a 
popular way for child molesters to 
exchange illegal images of children. 

P2P file-sharing systems encour¬ 
age users who download files to 
upload them as well. This may turn 
your PC into a server that shares 
your files, which can place you in 
legal trouble or possibly allow oth¬ 
ers to gain access to personal stuff 
on your computer. It’s like giving 
someone you don’t know the oppor¬ 
tunity to know everything about 
you. It can also cause problems for 
other computers if you re on a busi¬ 
ness, home, or school network. 

Did you know? 

Another problem with file-shar¬ 
ing services is the software used to 
access them can sometimes come 
with unwelcome extra “features” 
such as “spy ware” programs that 
can invade your privacy and display 
annoying advertising. 

Caution: 

If you use a file-sharing service, 
be careful about what “permissions” 
you give when you set it up. Avoid 
sharing your own files and say no to 
any offers to install extra software. 
Even then, there is no guarantee 
you will not experience problems as 
a result of having the software on 
your computer. 

Newsgroups, forums and bulletin 
boards: 

Newsgroups, sometimes called 
bulletin boards or forums, are plac¬ 
es where you can read and post 
messages or download or upload 
files. Unlike chatrooms, newsgroups 
are not live or “real time.” If you 
post a message it remains on the 
newsgroup for people to look at 
later. In newsgroups you can also 
post files including computer pro¬ 
grams, illustrations, pictures, and 
stories. 

Did you know r 3 

There are newsgroups on almost 
every possible subject. Normally 
they are used as ways to get ques¬ 
tions answered and share informa¬ 
tion about hobbies, musical groups, 
or any other subject of interest. 
Unfortunately, newsgroups, like 
other areas of the Internet, have 
risks. 

Caution: 

The biggest risk is in revealing 
information about yourself. When¬ 
ever you post, in most cases, your 
words are available for anyone to 
see, even if you are responding to a 
particular individual’s posting. 
Remember the basic rules, and 
never reveal identifying information 
about yourself. And posting some¬ 
thing usually makes your E-mail 
address available to the public. 
Thus, even if you don’t say anything 
personal, your address will be avail¬ 
able for people who may send you 
“junk” or inappropriate E-mails. 

Some newsgroups contain sexu¬ 
ally explicit illustrations, photo¬ 
graphs, and stories. Some of this 
material may be illegal especially if 
it contains images of people who 
are younger than the age of 18 or 
certain other material that has been 
defined as “obscene.” This can be 
upsetting and uncomfortable to 
view. It snould be avoided.
